"The first two probably are the 


greatest 
contributing causes 
to 


losses 
through, bad investments. 


Many people are 
sensitive about 


showing ignorance a'bout financial 
matters, and they prefer to invest 
and lose rather than • admit that 
they do not know anything about 
the proposition. 


Miss Steig also said that it was 


•not strange 
that 
women should 


know so little about investments 
since they have not been financially 
independent long. 


Pick Working Girl 


There are a few dealers in securi- 


ties whose agents operate almost 
exclusively among working women 
and persons of small means, s^ys 
Miss Steig. They 
sell 
securities 


that cannot be regarded as •worth- 
less or fraudulent, but which are 
not the type of stocks and bonds 
persons of small means should in- 
vest in. 
"If they truthfully presented ths 


security they probably w^uld not 
sell it," she said. "Another scheme 
offered to housewives was a so-call- 
ed co-operative scheme, not co-oper- 
ative at all, but merely paraded as 
an enterprise, that was to reduce 
th< cosj of living. Even when the 
state took action to prevent what 
appeared to be a monumental fraud, 
thoss housewives were loyal to the 
organization and thought the state 
was-merely trying to prevent a co- 
operative movement from starting." 


Another case brought to light in 


one of the larger cities showed se^ 
curities handled were (beinig soid for 
anything the salesmen could get for 
them—from $6' to $9 a share—with 
the statement made that the blue 
sky law did not apply to that sale. 


"The Blue Sky law did apply, men 


were arrested," declared Miss Steig 


Investigation showed that the se- 


curities were being purchased -by 
these men at anywhere from 75 
cents to ?2 a share, and that the 
companies whose 
securities were 


sold were not getting any of the 
proceeds. The brokers had obtained 
a list of persons holding cartain se- 
curities for which there was not an 
active market and on which the 
holders had not received dividends 
for some time. The salesmen then 
proceeded to tell the holders that 
the securities were worth nowhere 
near what they had paid for them 
and offered to-take the'm 
in 
ex- 


change for the particular security 
they were selling. 
"Before you invest, investigate," 


the slogan used by one of the large 
advertising concerns, Miss 
Steig 


says is the best general suggestion 
she can make 
regarding 
invest- 


ments. 


"Investigate the character of the 


house selling the , securities," she 
go?s on 
to say. "Even reliable 


houses often have various grades 
of securities. 
Find out something 


about th<? security itself. 


Stocks and Bonds 


"You 
know when you buy a share 


of stock, the company owes you 
nothing, anrl all you 'get is a certifi- 
cate showing that you are entitled 
to a certain proportion of the prof- 
its, if any are made. And if you 
are buying bonds or notes, find out 
how they are secured: whether the 
bondholders have a lien on the as- 
sets and what the past earnings 
hav? been. 


"Find out all you can about the 


• type of enterprise in which you in- 


vest. In a savings account you can 
get 3 per cent interest—^government 
bonds at at 8H per cent or 4 per 
cent—and certain municipal bonds 
at E* per cent; then there are public 
utility bonds and varioui types of 
industrial bonds—some 
of 
them 


yielding as much as 6 and 6% per 
cent. But remembw this—the high- 
er the rate, the more chance you are 
taking. It may be- that there's one 
born every minute, but the fact is 
it's getting harder these days for 
the two to take him—at least in 
Wisconsin, And gold brick special- 
ists find it to their interests to do 
business beyond the 
reach of the 


state seroritiet division. 
"Wisconsin is doing the utmost 


possible to protect its 
citizens 
against the tale of fraudulent or 
worthless securities, 
"Notice that I just said 'fraudu- 


lent or worthless securities,' " «ays 
Miss Steig. 
"Securities may be- 


come worthless without 
any ele- 


ment of actual fraud, and we find 
too often that the terms 'fraudulent' 
and 'worthless' are used rather 
loosely. 
. "I may buy a security today in a 
•well-established company, and the 
'security may be worth what I pay 
for it. The company may go into 
bankruptcy after a few years, and 
my security may become'worfchless. 
The mere fact that the company 
goes into bankruptcy, or that I lose 
everything I have invested is not 
necessarily an indication of fraud. 
The assets may be dissipated by 
factors over which the management 
has no control. 


"An-d there is the security that is 


worthless right at the outset, but 
not necessarily fraudulent. I know 
of a man who actually believed he 
had bivsnttd a perpetual motion 
machine, and he wanted to organize 
a comp'any and.sell stock."

is scarcely any virgin pine here and 
there a solitary tree, and on somo 
points bordering on 
the lakes a 


small clump of pine," Governor 
Blaine said. "There is considerable 
hemlock and other hardwood on the 
tract. The hemlock and hardwood 
has now reached a stage where it 
can .be cut into lumber, and is bet- 
ter known as merchantable timbar, 
and no doubt within the next_f«w 
years, because of the comparatively 
short life of that type of_ timber the 
most of it must be cut in order fc> 
conserve it. The purchase of thia 
tract would in no manner mean the 
preservation of a virgin foxest, tot 
the reason that there Is no- other 
pine that I have described. 
"There is no doubt but that this 


is one of scores of beauty tracts in 
the state, though it is by no means 
the choicest tract. If Wisconsin is

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Haynes Creates a Stir

EDERAL Prohibition. Commissioner 
Roy A. Haynes has "taken the bull by 


the horns" in selling his new book 
"The Inside Story of Prohibition" to an 
eastern newspaper syndicate for publica- 
tion. Prominent members of both politi- 
cal leaders agreed on this in Washing- 
ton when it was announced that Haynes' 
book would run for forty three days in 
the New York Times, commencing: on 
Sunday. 


By releasing the book at this time, de- 


spite warnings against such action by 
certain of his superiors, Haynes is ex- 
pected to provoke a new prohibition 
wrangle which may finally leave the pro- 


.-hibition directorship vacant.

NUMBER of prominent eastern 
newspapers have already protested 


to the treasury department of which 
the Prohibition Unit is part, against 
publication of Haynes' book while he is 
still in office, claiming that he is "selling 
information which 
should 
have been 


made public like any other news." 


Sensational disclosures, rivaling the 


most lurid fiction, are promised by ad- 
vance notices for the Haynes' book. Ac- 
cording to these, some of the chapter 
headings will be "Bribes of Millions", 
"Moonshine Battles", 
"Bootleg Mur- 


ders", Tales of Rum Running", "Inter- 
national Plots", "Bottled Death". 


Another advertisement heralds "A 


Bootleg Bribe of $300,000 a Week", al- 
leged to have been offered a government 
agent by rum runners, if he would look 
Uio oilier way. 


The protesting newspapers say that 


such a story comes under the head of 
"public information" and that Haynes 
should have given it out for publication - 
at the time of its occurrence. Such com- 
plaints have been made by Washington 
correspondents 
before 
regarding the 


Prohibition Unit, coupled with asser- 
tions that the really "big news" in the 
possession of that office was being with- 
held. 


Commissioner Haynes' friends are coun- 


tering the objections to serial sale of his 
writings b'y pointing to the introduction 
which President Harding wrote for "The 
Inside Story of Prohibition." This fore- 
word, however, is said to be largely com- 
mendatory of Haynes' work as director 
of the federal "dry" forces, and doubt 
is expressed as to whether the President 
read the contents before preparing it. It 
is admitted that he was not informed 
that it was to be sold at this time for 
serial publication. 


Critics of Haynes' action in selling 


the serial rights declare that 'for a high 
government official to "sell confidential 
information for a substantial sum while 
still in office is a violation of the unwrit- 
ten code of ethics which has prevailed 
in official Washington for years." 


Retiring officials in the past have sold 


their personal memoirs after leaving of- 
fice to newspaper syndicates for a hand- 
some sum, but the present instance is 
said to be the first where a prominent 
. office-holder made such a bargain while 
etill in office. 
Joseph P. Tumulty, for- 


mer secretaiy to Ex-President Woodrow 
Wilson, is known to have received $30,- 
000 for his book on thp Wilson adminis- 
tration, published after he had returned 
to private life. 


The amount which Haynes is to re- 


ceive for serial rights to his book has not 
been made public, but is said to be 
around §15,000. His salary as Federal 
Commissioner of Prohibition is |7,500 a

HILE he has not yet made formal 
reply to criticisms, Haynes' stand 


on publicity from his 
office has been 


made evident in his recent speeches, 
in 
which 
newspapers 
in 
certain 


sections have been described as "wet" 
and the commissioner has complained of 
"misrepresentation which has as it's pur- 
pose the destruction of the morale of the 
public." 


His book is designed, according to his 


friends, to combat this "misrepresenta- 
tion" and to "enlighten the public on the 


.actual work the federal. prohibition 
forces are doing." 


The vigor of the 'attacks made on 


Haynes for selling,his book has been.in- 
creased by reports from an authentic 
source that the federal commissioner is 
not the actual author of the work which 
bears his name. It is supposed to have 
been written by William Helms, a Wash- 
ington newspaper correspondent, from 
information and descriptions furnished 
him by Haynes. • •• 
• 


Announcement of the book's forth- 


coming publication was made during the 
absence of secretary of the Treasury 
Andrew B. Mellon, Haynes' depart- 
mental chief, in Europe and that of 
President Harding on his Alaskan trip. 
"Official Washington" is awaiting their 
return to see how they will view the 
action of the "dry" director in publish- 
ing "The Inside Story of Prohibition" on 
his own initiative.

if they preferred that to the cheap, trashy 
prizes.
